W e believ e the lawyer« of thkieoun 


1 try hav e a patriotic duty to perferm 
| and we hope they will realise It and 
; take action. The m atter of restoring 
! th e judiciary to the place of reepeci 
; and usefulness it once had should ap 
I peal to the pride of ev ery lawyer. The 
: judiciary is not representativ e of the 
j people nor responsiv e to the people’s 
j needs. It is not representativ e of the 
ideal of the legal profession. 
The only way the law v ers can per­ 
form the required serv ice is to take 
charge of the work of nam ing can­ 
didates for judicial office. The work 
must be done by the lawyers, not as 
indiv iduals in the profession nor as 
citizens, but as a body, with all the 
power and all the weight giv en 
to 
State Bar associations. 
W e believ e the solution is to m ake 
the State Bar associations In the sev ­ 
eral states stand sponsor for the men 
nom inated for judicial office. They 
m ust 
not only be the most potent 
force In the nomination and election, 
but they must so act in the selection 
th a t they can guarantee the man, 
com m itting themselv es as a body to 
the declaratian that their choice rep­ 
resents the highest av ailable type of 
honor, honesty and competency. 
This is an appeal to the pride c? 
all m em bers of a prof« *ssion 
whose 
history has been a brilliant and hon­ 
orable one In all 
civ ilization 
and 
whose usefulness In this country, at 
least, has been second to none In the 
great work of popular gov ernment 
U nfortunately It cannot now 
be 
said th a t ev ery lawyer in a state is 
proud of the learning or the indepen­ 
dence of ev ery man on th e bench In 
his state. Frequently they are 
n' t 
representativ e of ev en the av erage of 
the bar. The people look to the law ­ 
yers to change the conditions which 
m ake this possible. 


The first thing to do is to take the 
nomination and election of judicial 
officers out of the hands of the poli­ 
ticians. 


The next thing to do is to put the 
nom ination into the hands bf 
the 
lawyers and the election« into the 
hands of the people. 


W e realize th a t such a plan cannot 
be carried out in a day. In some of 
the states constitutions may need to 
be changed. In other states laws may 
need changing, but the main thing la 
that the system needs changing and 
the lawyers are the most potent force 
to do the work. 


W’e would suggest th a t the State 
Bar association in each state appoint 
a perm anent com m ittee sufficiently I 
large to hav e a representativ e from 
each section b u t small enough to per­ 
mit of efficient work. 
It should be 
the duty of the 
com m ittee before 
each judicial election to thoroughly 
canv ass, the list of av ailable men in 
each district and report th e nam es of 
those best qualified for the office. 
This act of reporting such names 
should be binding on the entire pio- 
fession. After it the entire State 
Ba r 
association should be regarded as 
com m itting itself to the guarantee 
that such men, if elected, would ho 
fully representativ e of the best law­ 
yers in the district and state. 


We believ e the selections so mad.) 
should he the nom inations and the 
only nom inations 
made. 
Enough 
nam es could he certified to giv e tne 
people a chance to pick. Suhh a plan 
Mould bring the responsibility abso­ 
lutely home to the State Bar asso­ 
ciation. In this, howev er, wo antici- 
a protest th at this would (lo­ 


tion of the Judiciary. 
Naturally this plan would ca1: for 
considerable am endm ent to existing 
law. Judicial offices muet first 
he 
taken from the gift of political bos­ 
ses and the power of corporate in­ 
terests. T hat is the great menace a: 
the present time. W hen a Judge owe« | 
his election to a bo« « or a m agnate 
the debt must be paid and the people 
suffer. If the only obligation he has is 
to justify the trust imposed in h 
01 
bv his fellow* lawyers and the 
pe )- 
pie he cannot fall far short.
